HOW TO SALT BUTTER. 

To Avoid VottllD* In the BfeMlasi Thin* 
lo tl.r World. 
Perhaps everyone who has ever made 
butter bus been troubled with this at 
•ome time. The cause of the mottled 
condition which la frequently Been In 
butter is a disputed one, yet it is simple 
enough after all. Ah we nil know, salt 
affects tha color of batter. All butter 
takes on ■ deeper hue when it has been 
Baited a few hours. Tuke n lot of but- 
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a pood illustration of mottled butter. 
In n feu words, the explanation la this: 
Mottled butter is caused by uneven dis- 
tribution of R.ilt. nothing* more or less. 
To nvoid this the following plan is an 
KMellenl one, and one which is followed 
by ninny of our best butter mnkers to- 
day: Leave the butter in frraiiules.wash 
with water cold enough to prevent nd- 
nesion, drnln and suit while still in the 
churn, then revolve the churn or tip 
from side to side until the butter glob- 
ules ■MUM somewhat and the salt is 
evenly distributed. By tipping the 
churn one way, then the other, the Bait 
may be very evenly sprinkled on, or n 
wooden fork of suitable size may be 
used to stir it up. Bidding only a portion 
of the salt at a time. The salt melts or 
dissolves the moment it touches the 
grains of butter, and each grain is In- 
stantly coated with brine. Then when 
the butter has drained I few minutes 
remove it to the worker, press until 
moderately dry and pack away. No 
further working is necessary, and there 
will be nn trace of streaks or n mottled 
condition to be found. Suiting in the 
churn is sure to be a favorite method 
with those who try it. Thenmountof 
butter can be very closely estimated, 
as the amount from a given quantity of 
crenm does not vary very materially 
from time to time. Nor Is it essential 
to weigh out the salt ench time. Meas- 
ure out a pound of suit— usually a full 
pint of salt will weigh a pound, and it 
B more quickly measured than weighed 
each time. Some adhere very tenacious- 
ly to the old way of twice working their 
butter, but once is n great plenty, 
the salt Is evenly distributed and the 
excess of moisture pressed out thnt is 
sufficient, and it can as well be dune 
cr.eoperation as at two.— Hoard's Daiiy-

Haw to Bnllii On and How to Kr*ulB«o 

li« Temporatnro, 

The storage-room is set on a 12-lnch 
wall and hna an earth floor. The posts, 
bIUb. studs and joisu are all of 2x10 in.'h 
lumber, the posts being 10 feet lor.jr 
and the joists 1G feet long. The room 
may bo any length desired. At each 
end is a set of double doors made to fit 
close. 

The side walls are sheathed with pa- 
per Inside and out, and the paper cov- 
ered with jointed boords. The Joists 
are sheathed on under side and the 
space between filled with sawdust. Jn 
cold climates the side walls should 
nlso be filled with the same. 

The projecting roof is to prevent the 
sun from striking the stonige-rouni. 




INCREASED MILK FLOW. 
Can It lie I'rmturr.l by Wntt-rlns Cow* 
Liberally aud Often? 

Regarding the ubme subject, there 
are records of curefully-eonductcd ex- 
periments which seem to indicate that 
when cows are under natural condit ions 
the quantity of milk produced by them 
varies more or less with the quantity 
of water taken, but by no means with 
perfect regularity. The most milk 
seems to full on the days next after 
drinking most wutcr. And the rec- 
ords show that the quality of the milk- 
does not vary as much as the quantity 
in nth cases. Frequent drinking by 
cows, as where water is so provided 
that they may drink at will, also up

pears to increase the milk flow, even 
Whan tbfl quantity of water thus taken 
is no greater than when offered and 
drunk once or twice ■ day. 1 know of 
no records of forcing or inducing in- 
creased drinking by means of salt, but 
there are some in regard to the general 
effect of excessive quantities of salt, 
showing injurious results. I do not 
find anything among the authentic 
records which answers, one way or the 
other, the direct question whether the 
percentage of wnter in milk can Is- in- 
creased by inducing cows tu drink an 
unusual quantity of water every day.— 
Henry K. Alvord, Chief Dairy Division, 
Department of Agriculture, in Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 



ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 

Keep a close watch on your treea fo.- 
the borers; a little carelessness in this 
may cost you a tine tree. 

If you find u raspberry bush with a 
reddish rust on the leaves, dig it up and 
burn it. If this is not done, the trouble 
will spread and ruin your patch. 

A good mulch around the newly-set 
trees Is the next lies: thing to plenty 
of water in time of drought. Spread it 
out three or four/eel on each sideof the 
tree. 

The largest market is uot always the 
best one. For uu average grade of 
produce the consumers in a small town 
will often pay better prices tnan can 
be obtained iu city inarketu. 

Toads are no small help in ridding 
vines of bug's. They like boards for

A strong lattice door is provided be- 
hind the inside solid door to lock ap 
nights when ventilating. The close 
doors being opened at both ends in au- 
tumnal nights and when not too cold 
in winter. When the room is thus Iliad 
with cold air it is held in by the tight 
doors. 

A dark room is preferable. If win- 
dows are put in they should be of double 
glass and have shutter* over them. 

On a well-drained tight the floor 
should 1m> below the surface and on 
eight-inch sub-air duct run out several 
rods with an adjustable ventilator in 
the ceiling. 

A room like this that will maintain 
tui equable temperature during the 
weeks preceding cold weather, especial- 
ly during the Indian summer, as rt is 
called, mid made front-proof, is better 
than an icehouse. It is the sudden and 
great changes in the temperature nights 
and days which is destructive to fruit. 
Ice-stored fruits held ut low tempera- 
tures will not stund e.\|>osure long in 
market and the storage is much more 

I have used this plan for many yearn 
and handled thousands of barrels. I 
store in barrels and repack when neces- 
sary.— Kami Journal. 

NEW COW DISEASE. 

In Many laStaBOOa It Complei civ Knln.

From uu quartan nnmaa 1 1 1 • • com- 
plaint that a new disease is making its 
appearance among the cows, affecting 
their teuts and udders, and often com- 
pletcly ruining the milk flow of the 
cow. The trouble is in the nnture of 



gaining admission to the udder; the in- 
flammatory stages are rapid, und all 
the troubles of a real case of garget are 
present; with this disadvantage, the 
flow of milk does not return With the re- 
duction of the fever in the milk glands. 
All treatment seems to be ot littleovail. 
und the cow is ruined. While hot water 
and like treatment is valuable, it is too 
lute to prevent the loss, uni 
must commence ut the first 
of the little blister. Tuke un "ounce of 
carbolic acid crystals and warm them 
to a liquid, and to this add un ounce of 
glycerin. Mix this in ten ounces of lin- 
seed oil; and then with a small glass 
syringe inject some of it into the end 
of the teut at leust three times a day, 
first washing mid cleaning the teat as 
well as con be done. This disease seems 
to be another of germ origin, und us the 
carbolic ncld is death to germs, tho 
trouble is arrested at the sttirt. In some 
sections this disorder is very trouble- 
some, and in our own stable one of our 

udder, despite our efforts "to cure he" 
not knowing nt the start the character 
of the trouble or the remedy. When a 
blister forms in the end of rt cow's 
teat, don't delay, but use the carbolic 
acid at once.— Practical Farmer.
